"Moasures  for  the  K.E.I.  Indencndouco"  Data  for  Foreign 
Mlalfter1  *  Explanation.  17  July.  1945. _ 

1.  In  the  i  aet  Indies,  thero  havo  been  fierce  Ir.de  .ond  nee  movements  ever 
einco  the  tine  of  the  Dutch  occupation.  "Indonosiar.for  the  Indonesians" 
vas  the  earnest  r.esire  of  the  separatists^/fa  soon  as  our  army  occupied 
the  Enst  Indies  after  the  outbreak  of  the  Creator  East  Asia  War,  the 
above  pioneers  all  rendered  whole  hearted  cooperation  to  us  in  the 
expectation  that  the  f^luen  opportunity  for  Inde  x  ndcnco  had  offered 
itself.  They  iiave  achieved  successful  results  in  their  activities  aa 
nonbers  of  tho  Chuo  Sangi-In  (Oontral  Advisory  Council)  and  as  officials 
or  nonbore  of  local  administrative  organisations.  On  tho  other  iiand, 
the  Creator  East  Asia  Joint  Declaration  was  issued  in  November  of  tho 
year  before  last  clarifying  the  Empire's  groat  policy  to  respect  the 
Independence  of  every  country  in  Creator  East  Asia.  Simultaneously, 
with  the  establishment  of  Independence  in  Burma  and  the  Philippines 
and  of  the  Free  India  Torgpora ry  Govern,  ent,  the  desire  of  ti  e  leidere 
of  Index. L.idonce  Movemonte  in  tho  hast  Indies  also  was  '.Teetly  encouraged. 

Ti  e  Empire,  on  her  part,  rogarned  it  prosper  to  ca rry  through  the 
e..irit  of  the  Creater  East  Asia  Declaration  and  to  r.eke  sore  kind  of 
gesture  in  regard  to  tho  problem  r. f  Independence  for  tlx  East  Indies 
as  a  reward  for  the  cooperation  ar.d  expectation  of  the  native  inhabitants. 

-kCcordiivly,  alter  deliberation  at  the  Supreme  War  Supervisory 
Conference  of  Sopfc.  5th,  last  year,  former  Pririe  Minister  Eoiso,  in 
his  declaration  of  the  government' s  polioico  at  th.e  86  th  Extraordinary 
Session  'f  th.e  Diet  on  Sept,  9th,  made  a  statement  that,"TJie  Empire  is 
ready  to  reoognise  Independence  for  the  East  Indies  in  ordor  to  secure 
everlasting  welfaro  for  hor  people",  thoroby  clarifying  the  Empire's 
intentions  on  this  problem. 

Of  course,  at  the  Supreme  >’ar  Supervisory  Conference  of  Sept,  5th, 
it  was  morely  decided  tliat  the  above  statement  was  to  be  modo  at  t.’io 
Diot  Session;  and  in  regard  to  the  areas  to  which  Independence  was  to  be 
granted,  there  wee  no  quest iou  to  Java  and  Su'iatra,  but  nothing  definito 
was  decided  on  the  rest  of  the  areas.  Only  it  was  deoided  to  permit 
the  use  of  the  Indonesia:',  eoir  and  the  Indonesian  flog  which  had 
heretofore  beon  prohibited,  aid  to  cnoourase  and  inorease  the  partici¬ 
pation  in  politics  by  inhabitants  to  -vivo  the  uativo  inhabitants  a  chance 

to  investigate  and  study  natters  necessary  for  the  Independence.

II  In  response  to  the  above  statement  b y  the  Imperial  Covernnont,  an 
Independence  Investigation  Committee  was  established  in  Java;  while  in 
Sumatra  ar.d  Celobos  also,  measures  had  been  taken  to  encourage  .artici- 
ation  in  ">olitico  by  native  inhabitants.  Necessary  v. re  orations  .'iad  been 

/ 
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under  way,  when  in  the  statement  f  Sait,  7th,  lMt  year,  it  wee  nerel- 
stated  "  her  Independence  shall  he  recognised  in  the  future",  and  no 
time  for  it  had  boen  indicated.  To  pronino  tho  Indonoeiane  their 
Independence  and  have  ite  realization  in  a  state  of  uncertainty  for  a 
loivi  time,  will,  it  ie  foarod,  five  rise  to  doubts  as  to  tho  sincerity 
of  our  Empire. 

Leiooially,  at  thie  moment  when  the  enemy 1  s  oour.ter-offeneivo  ie  alroaay 
about  to  extend  to  a  corner  of  the  Last  Indies,  it  will  be  imminent,  from 
the  ncocssity  of  seeking  a  moro  positive  oooperntion  fron  the  native 
inhabitants,  to  further  materialise  the  statement  made  last  yoar  and  to 
decide  clearly  the  time  for  the  Independence  and  announce  it  at  home 
end  abroad,  thereby  clarifying  the  1  mpire1 s  true  intentions  towards 
the  oonpleto  adjustment  of  Indi  endonoe  for  Greater  East  Asia. 

Iron  thie  standpoint,  it  ie  desired  at  thie  ocoraion  to  cone  to  a 
decision  as  in  the  separate  plan. 

Ill  text,  a  few  explanations  will  be  made  or.  the  plan  for  decision. 

(l)  Regarding  Point  X. 

The  standards  ''f  the  East  Indies  people  cxc  not  tho  same  in 
various  areas.  Java,  oi  course,  has  tho  highest  standard  and  in  reality, 
has  the  qualifications  for  Independonoo.  The  rest  of  the  areas  are  not 
recognised  as  be  inf  necessarily  qualified  for  Independence  immediately. 

Therefore,  some  may  ontortain  tho  opinion  that  at  this  occasion 
Java,  only  should  be  granted  Independence  first  of  all,  and  wait  for 
the  substantial  perfection  of  other  areae  to  grant  them  their  Indo- 
v'Ondonoo,  But  the  so-called  separatists,  who  have  advocated  Independence 
for  tho  East  Indies  in  tho  paBt,  regarded  tho  Dutoh  East  Indies  ao 
one  body  acid  desired  to  get  Independence  for  tho  whole  area. 

To  grant  Inde- endenoo  only  to  Java,  separately,  at  thie  tine,  will 
disappoint  the  Indonesians  and  we  reg-rot  that  it  will  not  only  rouuca 
tho  effect  by  half,  but  it  ie  feared  that  it  may  give  rise  to  suspicion 
that  the  Entire  might  harbour  territorial  ambitione  in  the  rest  of  t.  .o 
areas.  So  it  ie  ref.ard.ed  beet  to  make  it  clear  that  the  area  to  be 
granted  Independence  is  the  farmer  Dutch  Indiot  entirely. 

Eurthormora,  thie  means  that  the  oron  to  bo  .-.ranted  Independence 
ie  tho  former  Dutoh  Indies,  not  including  British  kaleya  and  Scrth 
Borneo.  Those  areas  are  geographically  adjacent  to  the  former  Dutch 
Indioe,  but  thoy  have  an  entiroly  e«.parato  existence  in  their  historical 

traditions. 
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It  ie  regarded  inappropriate  and  unnecessary  to  grant  these 
oroa*  their  Independence  together  with  tho  for.^er  Dutch  Indies,  and 
bo  they  have  been  excludod. 

(2)  Bearding  Point  II, 

Article  No  (l)  shall  rear,  that  when  .reparation*  for  Indo- 
?.•  ondence  will  have  boen  corrole ted  in  tho  principal  areas,  that  in 
Java  and  Sumatra,  Independence  for  a  new  nation  ehall  be  declared 
in  the  entire  area  of  tho  former  Dutch  Indies,  which  has  been 
decided  as  the  area  to  be  granted  Independence,  Or  a  method  may  be 
considered  by  which  the  areas  having  completed  preparations  will  be 
grafted  Independence  first,  then  the  reet  of  the  areas  will  bo 
included  in  the  new  ration  successively  after  completion  of  their 
respective  ..reparations.  However,  it  is  feared  that  such  a  '»thod 
will  invite  misunderstanding  anon.-  the  so-called  Indonesian 
separatists  who  regard  the  former  Dutch.  Indies  entiroly  as  one  body. 

There  ie  also  the  difficulty  in  the  legal  explanation  in 
incorporating  tr.e  rest  of  the  areas  into  the  r.sw  country  as  soon  as 
their  preparations  will  have  been  completed,  Bather,  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  proper  to  declare  Independence  simultaneously  for  the  entiro 
aroa  a»  soon  as  preparation  will  have  been  completed  in  the 
principal  areas. 


It  is,  therefore,  our  desire  to  oonsider  the  areas,  in  whic! 
pro  orations  have  not  yet  been  conpleted,  as  territories  of  the  new 
nation,  for  the  tine  being;  but  our  military  administration  will 
continue  to  rule  these  arras  until  their  ^reparations  will  have 
been  completed,  when  they  will  be  transferred  to  the  new  nation, 
(Article  No.  II), 


Kor.  over,  the  Inde  .on  er.co  Preparation  Connittoe  to  be 
established  in  Java  will  be  to  nrepare  for  Inde  .ondeneo  in  the  entire 
area,  eo  it  ie,  'f  course,  exacted  that  representatives  from  various 
aroae  will  participate  in  it.  However,  undor  tho  -roeent  communi¬ 
cation  situation  ,  it  is  considered  difficult  to  dlepatcli  represen¬ 
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tativos  fron  variora  areas  in  the  Eaet  Indioe  t*  Java. 
on«e,  there  arc  representative  people  from  the  various 
the  Eaet  Ia/ice  residing  in  Java,  eo  it  could  bo  conei 
theee  people  nay  bo  called  upon  to  substitute. 

(3)  Bc^ardiiv;  Point  III. 

It  is  our  deeiro  to  decide  the  tine  f->r  tho  Ini 
of  the  now  ration  ae  soon  as  possible  as  has  beon  indi 


However,  in  order  to  cope  with  tho  speedily  devolopir* 
international  political  situation,  it  will  be  roper  to  immediately 
decide  in  (general  the  estimated  tine  for  the  Independence  and.  to 
announco  it  with  tho  areas  to  bo  the  territory  of  the  new  nation* 

Turtnernore,  this  announcencnt  e  all  not  bo  nado  fron  our 
side,  but  by  the  Independence  Preparation  Ooanittee.  Tho  purvose 
is  that  it  is  considered  proper  to  rate  this  Inde  pendence  of  the 
new  nation  seen,  ae  nuoh  ae  possible,  like  the  natural  organization 
based  on  the  voluntary  initiative  of  the  peo-.le  of  the  East  Indies, 
and  not  based  on  our  supervision  and  sucriestions# 

(4)  Beeardiiv  Point  IV. 

Ti.ie  article,  like  the  above,  is  for  the  v.urpoBe  of  making 
the  Independence  of  the  new  nation  seen  like  it  is  based  upon  the 
voluntary  initiative  of  the  peoplo  of  the  East  Indies,  and  the 
statement,  "This  will  be  decided  nccorditv:  to  the  will  of  the 
people" ,  means  in  reality,  it  is  believed,  that  tho  Independence 
Preparation  Committee  will  be  made  to  deoide  the  matter.
